Find Re-Enactment 
Of Expiring Taxes 
Won't Cover Budget

MadiMn—If the state legislature 


is preparing some bad news for the 
Wisconsin public in the form of new 
taxes, its leaders are not yet ready 
to reveal the news, it was shown 
here last night at the close of a two- 
day caucus of the men who will 
lead the Republican majority which 
will have an air-tight control of the 
1941 legislative session due to begin 
its deliberations in two weeks. 


Meeting with Governor Julius P. 


Hcil. the special majority steering 
committee found out these things 
and studied their implications:. 


That the governor's bare, incom- 


plete executive budget will amount 
to $74.500.000. 


That even with the re-enactment 


of expiring taxes now on the books, 
there will be a difference of about 
$10,000.000 between income and out- 
go during the next budget period 
of two years, and 


That Hcil will submit an extra- 


budgetary spending program of 
about $3,600.000 for a new state 
building program, besides a plan 
for an annual capital outlay extend- 
ing over a period of years. 


Two Courses Open 


The inescapable conclusion, the 


legislative leaders found, is that the 
state must find copious quantities 
of revenues not now being raised 
by the state treasury- 


They realized that there were 


two possible courses to follow: a 
new tax program, or continued and 
accelerated diversion of gasoline 
tax receipts from the state highway 
fund. 


In that connection there 
were 


hints that there may be a conflict 
in policy between Governor Heil 
and his executive office 
advisers 


and the men who will be in control 
in the legislature, and particularly 
the leading members of the lower 
house. 


Three of the latter, for example, 


are known to favor a budget bal- 
ancing effort by means of new tax- 
ation. They include Assemblyman 
Frank N. Graass of Sturgeon Bay. 
who is proposing revisions in the 
•state income tax. Assemblyman 
Mark Catlin. Jr, of Appleton. who 
is studying various tax possibilities 
but who insists that he wants to 
balance the budget in a 
regular 


manner, 
and 
Speaker Vernon 


Thomson of Richland Center, who 
as the 1939 sponsor of an ambitious 
concrete highway building program 
is marked as an enemy of highway 
diversion as a budget-balancing ex- 
pedient. 


Heil For Diversion 


Governor Heil has already quilc 


plainly indicated his preference for 
the diversion method, and has been 
quoted several times as hoping that 
the state will be able to manage 
during his second term without new 
revenue laws.

night bombing attacks of the war on ' 
London left no doubt that the battle 
of Britain, interrupted by an unof- 
ficial Christmas truce, was on again 
in earnest.

night in a raid which, while it last- 
ed, equalled in intensity any in the 
past For four hours the raiders 
flew over, dropping incendiaries 
and then heavy explosives in dis- 
trict after district It was the first 
raid on London in three nights. 


A terse government statement ac- 


knowledged that "a number" ot 
people were killed and that "many 
dwellings were destroyed or dam- 
aged. Numerous fires were started,

audit of British resources in th« 
United States has revealed, author- 
itative sources disclosed today, that 
Great Britain will run out of cash 
to pay for purchases of, arms and 
munitions 
here "in 
the early 


autumn" of next year. 


The preliminary examination of 


Britain's financial condition, made 
by United States experts, establish- 
ed that the end of cash payments 
was approaching, it was stated. 
A more detailed study of the Brit- 
ish treasury's "balance sheet" now 
is under way. 


That detailed analysis, informed 


sources said, was being made to 
determine as precisely as possi- 
ble British capacity to 
pay for 


purchases here, and probable cal- 
endar date on which British cash 
will be exhausted. 


The treasury's study also will 


provide answers to the questions 
President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Morgenthau expects to be asked 
when congress considers the pro- 
blem of aid to Britain. 


Present Payments 


The British government now Is 


paying for war supplies with gold 
shipped from London payments for 
British goods, and receipts from th« 
sale here of British-owned dollar 
securities. 


Well-informed sources said that 


the British treasury's balance sheet, 
made available to the United States

The Words of Winston Churchill 


After a brawl has commenced and the 


fighters arc locked in each other's em- 
brace upon the ground, gouging, kicking, 
biting, anything to do injury, neither is 
likely to remember jus; how the light 
started or why or the grievances that may 
have justly become interwoven in the 
other's anger. 


But England's prime minister in 1937 


wrote an article upon the German fuehrer. 
So much of it runs parallel to what the 
Post-Crescent has proclaimed in this col- 


. limn for so long that we quote: 


"Adolf Hitler was the child of the 


rage and grief of a mighty empire and 
race which had suffered overwhelm- 
ing defeat in war. He it was who ex- 
orcised the spirit of despa;r from the 
German mind by substituting the not 
less baleful but far less morbid spirit 
of revenge. . . . 


"Hitler's success and, indeed, his 


survival as a political force, would 
not have been possible but for the 
lethargy and folly of the French and 
British governments since the war 
and especially in the years 1932 to 
1935. No sincere attempt was made to 
come to terms with the various mod- 
erate governments of Germany which 
existed tuider a parliamentary system. 
For a long time the French pursued 
the absurd delusion that they could 
extract vast indemnities from the Ger- 
mans in order to compensate them for 
the devastation of the war. Figures 
of reparation payments were adopted 
not only by the French but by the 
British which had no relation what- 
ever to any process which exists, or 
could ever be devised, of transferring 
wealth from one community to an- 
other. To enforce submission to these 
senseless demands French armies ac- 
tually occupied the Ruhr in 1923. To 
recover even a tenth of what was 
originally demanded, an Ir.ter-Allicd 
board, presided over by an able Amer- 
ican, supervised the internal finances 
of Germany for several years, thus 
renewing and perpetuating the utmost 
bitterness in the minds of the defeat- 
ed nation. In fact, nothing was gained 
at the cost of all this friction: for, al- 
though the Allies extracted stout one 
thousand million pounds' worth of as- 
sets from the Germans, the United 
States, and to a lesser extent Great 
Britain, lent Germany at the same 
time over two thousand millions. Yet. 
while the Allies poured their wealth 
Into Germany to build her up and re- 
vive her life and industry, the only re- 
sults were an increasing resentment 
and the loss of their money. Even 
while Germany was receiving great 
benefits by the loans which wore made 
to her. Hitler's movement gained each 
week life and force from irritation at 
Allied interference." 
But even more astounding than this 


constant poisoning of the German mind 
against the rest of the world, this actual 
forcing of Hitler into power, is the admis- 
sion that both France and England knew 
very well of tremendous preparations for 
conflict, and did just about nothing to 
protect themselves unless it was a court- 
ing of American good will. Hear Mr. 
Churchill further: 


"Al! the factories of Germany were 


prepared in incredible detail to be 
turned to warring production. These 
preparations, 
although assiduously 


concealed, were nevertheless known to 
the intelligence departments both of 
France and Great Britain. 
But no- 


where in either of these ccvernmen'.? 
was there the commanding power ci- 
ther to call Germany to a halt or to 
endeavor to revise the treaties, or 
better still, both. The first course 
would have been quite sat? and easy, 
at any rate until the end cf 1931 but 
at that time Mr MacDonald and his 
colleagues were still contenting them- 
selves with uttering 
high 
sounding 


platitudes upon the blessings of peace 
and gaining the 
applause of well- 


meaning but ill-informed majorities 
throughout our island."

be deterred from their duty in seeking 
peace in this mad world by any such ven- 
omous attacks as those instituted by Mr.

This was done through Alexander P. Weddell, 


U. S. ambassador to Spain, also through the late 
jord Lothian, who was a close friend of Hali- 
'ax and Hoare. But the man through whom 
both Weddell and Lothian worked in Washi- 
ngton was chiefly James C. Dunn, political 
adviser to Secretary Hull, and possibly his 
closest friend. 


Mr. Dunn is a charming, able young man, 


married to the Armour meat millions, educat- 
ed in Europe, and one who befriended Secre- 
tary Hull during the early feud with Professor 
Woley. 
It is on Jimmy Dunn's lawn that 


Secretary Hull frequently gets his chief ex- 
ercise—croquet. 


Jimmy Dunn is sincere in his convictions, 
nd those convictions tend toward the belief 
hat Republican Spain was nothing more than 


hot-bed of Communists. It was al.so Jimmy 


)unn who apparently persuaded Mr. Hull that 
General Franco should get the $100.000,000 
redit from the United States. 
However, when the question came before 


Under Secretary of State Sumner Welles, he 
pointed out that there was a large body of 
opinion in the United States which disagreed 
igorously with the views of Mr. Dunn, and 
eriously distrusted Franco. He argued that

Furthermore. Welles pointed out, there wa's 


no guarantee that Franco would .not take the 
redit and then come into the war on the side 
f Germany anyway. So the "Croquet Clique" 
abled back to Madrid and finally obtained a 
emi-promise from Franco that he would re- 
main neutral. 


Actually, Ambassador Weddell did not obtain 
lis pledge, though he was given credit for it. 
t was obtained by Sir Samuel Hoare. And the 
est Hoare could do was to get Franco to say 
hat he "did not foresee war." He would not 
tromise categorically not to enter the war. 
But when this semi-pledge came 
back to 


Washington, Sumner Welles still refused to be 
onvinced. He pointed out, among other things, 
hat the American public would not stand for 


credit to a government which was shooting 


jolitical prisoners on a large scale. Secretary 
Hull, at this point, replied that the Spanish 


risoners were communists. 
To this Welles, replied that, on the contrary, 
hey were leaders of a republican government, 
n fact many of them were liberals who be- 
ieved in ths same governmental principles as 
Secretary Hull. 
Some of the "croquet clique" then maintam- 


zd that these shootings actually did not take 
lace, but were fabricated by the press. Welles 
eplied that in a country where the press was 
ontrolled by a sensor, they could not be fa- 
ricated. So to settle the matter, a cable was 
ent to Madrid. Finally the Spanish govern- 
ment admitted that many of the Republican 
eaders were being shot. 


So in the end, the $100.000.000 credit was 
ropped; in favor of a compromise whereby a 
ertain amount of Red Cross supplies will* be 
ent to Spain, as an outright gift. 
The difference between Hull and Welles was, 
should be noted, friendly, and of the healthy 
aricly necessary when important questions 
f policy arc at slake.

have him point to each one as he 
names it in his numerical sequence. 


The child will start out very fa- 


vorably as follows: 


"One, two, three, four, nine, six, 


thirteen, etc." 


After the number four, or pos- 


sibly five, he begins to insert num- 
bers out of their normal sequence. 


He hasn't learned, therefore, that 


the number 11 indicates eleven dis- 
crete objects or items in his en- 
vironment. It is simply a spoken 
word. 


As children grow older, they ad- 


vance in mental age and memory 
span. By the latter, we refer to 
their ability to retain long sen- 
tences or sequences of numbers in 
their minds. 


"I have a little dog" is as long a 


sentence as the average 3-year-old 
can utter correctly. 


But when he grows older he can 


repeat two or three long sentences 
verbatim. 


Brains Have A Horsepower 


In recent years some psycholo- 


gists have talked about a galloping 
intelligence quotient and have stat- 
ed that one's mental alertness is a 
result of the environment. 


"Take a feebleminded 
child." 


they aver, "and surround him with 
intelligent parents, plus oilier cul- 
tural influences, and he will be- 
come a normal youngster." 


These arguments are not support- 


ed by the facts, however. It is true 
that if you take a 20 horsepower 
motor, and grind the valves, use 
high test gas. etc., that you will get 
betler oulput than if it is clogged 
with carbon and spluttering wilh 
low oclanc gasoline. But a 20 horse- 
power motor cannot equal a 30

Machine Tool Men Available 
For Defense, Johnson Claims 


BY HUGH 8. JOHNSON 


D. C.—The more I hear about it, the surer I am that Phil 


Murray is right—at least in part There is a tremendous reservoir of 
machine tool capacity and skilled tool and pattern makers idle in this 
country at a time when mass production is our greatest need, and it isn't 


coming. 


In talking with a considerable variety of people, as 


it is part of my job to do, I find much confusion 
about what machine tools really are. I have a fair 
idea because in my varied career of jack-of-all- 
trades-and-master-of-none, I was once responsible 
for a forge shop, a machine shop, an engine and an 
automobile factory—such as they were. 


Many people seem to have an idea that machine 


tools are like a carpenter's box of tools—saws, 
planers, chisels, square and maybe, plumb-bob and a 
ball of blue chalk. 


They aren't like that at all; volumes have been 


written on what they are like and it is not my pur- 
pose to try to reproduce those volumes here, further 
than to say that machine tools are the instruments of 


American mass production. They have enabled us to produce an auto- 
mobile for, say, $700, that in another country, with other methods, would 
cost $7,000—and to produce them by thousands a day where, in another 
method, we should do well to produce ten a day. 


They are giant stamping machines that produce a whole automobile 


frame, for example, in one opera- 
tion. They are batteries of machines 
that receive raw iron at one end of 
the production line and turn out 
completed but-welded and painted 
steel pipe at the other on a flat car, 
with scarcely a human hand inter- 
vening. They are forging machines 
that will do on a single trip what 
it would take a battery of black- 
smiths three months to do. There
